Biou of tho property of the Bnst Ten- 
noMOfl rnllrond in the neighborhood of 
Coal Creek and Oliver Springs. They 
havo cut tho wires in numerous places, 
torn up the tracks in every direction 
and cupturcd every locomotive In tho 
mining region. 


At a Into hour last night over 1,000 


minor* captured three locomotives and 
wveral empty coal cars at Coal Crock 
and forced tho engtnoors to take them 
to Oliver (Springs, where about ninety- 
five oonvioto wore employed In the 
mines of tho 
Cumberland Coal Co. 


They arrived at Oliver about 4 o'clock 
this morning. At 7 o'clock they as- 
nnultwl the stockade, and n llvoly bat- 
tlo onsuod. Tho stockade was defended 
by fifty picked guards and a company 
of thlrty-olght militiaman.

A BATTLE AT HOMESTEAD. 


The Mllltla Fired Upon From a Rapidly 


Moving Train. 


HoMKSTBAD, Ta., Aug. 18.—There was 


trouble both inside add outside of the 
Carnegie mills at Homestead yesterday. 
About 8 o'clock a long freight train on 
the Pittsburgh, McKocsport & Yough- 
ioghcuy road passed through the mill 
yard and on to tho railroad bridge 
spanning the Monongahela river. 


Just as the train emerged from tho 


mill yardu several shots in rapid suc- 
cession were fired from various parts 
of tlio rapidly moving train into tho 
militiamen who wore doing guard duty 
along the rlvor front. Tho company 
o Hacked worn given orile-s to return 
tho fire, which they did. Tho battalion 
from tho other side of tho river also 
opened fire on the train, and over 100 
shots wore sent after tho unknown 
shooters who were on the fast-disap- 
pearing train 


It is not yet known that any person 


was injured. 


Three men wore found on tho rail- 


road bridge and were placed under ar- 
rest. They disclaimed all know ledge 
of tho affair and were released. Tho 
first shot fired appeared to come from 
tho engine cab window. The general 
officers of the road have been called 
upon to investigate tho shooting 


Superintendent Potter says that but 


one man, Arthur Cix>por, was injured 
by tho gas pipe explosion in the mill 
yesterday. Cooper died from his in- 
juries yesterday afternoon. 


Draft* ol the Order Forced to Proteat by 


the Baling at Judge Taylor. 


INDIAHAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 18.—Drafts 


of the order of tho Iron IIoll on M. C. 
Davis, tho supremo ooshier, which have 
heretofore been honored by the Meri- 
dian national bank through the clear- 
ing house, went to protest yesterday. 
Judge Taylor Issued an order to the 
Meridian national bank, with which tho 
Iron Hall has been depositing, that no 
more checks or drafts on the order be 
honored ponding the hearing of tho 
case in court During Iho day a good 
many drafts wore presented to tho 
banks and when the clearing house ro- 
ccivcd them yosterday afternoon they 
were protested. The banks of tho city 
were surprised when they learned that 
the drafts of tho order were going to 
protest.

who know of tho action Is that the pur- 
pose was to prevent the wasting of any 
money tho order may have on hand 
ponding the decision in the receivership 
ease, ft Is said that the court was in- 
formed that since the supreme sitting 
convened hero large sums of tho order's 
money have been paid out. 


This order by the jnAga is taken as 


certain evidence that a receiver will be 
appointed when tho case is called Fri- 
day.

TO RESCUE TAL.T. HALL. 


A Desperate Oani of Kentucky Outlaws 


to Invade Virginia. 


RICIIMOKC, Va., Aug. 17.—A dispatch 


has boon received from Big Stone gap, 
Wiso county, Va., which says that in- 
tense excitement prevails there over a 
threatened rescue of Tail. Hall, the 
noted outlaw and murderer, under sen- 
tence of death ftt Wise courthouse. 
Judge Skcen, of the county court, has 
received warning that an overwhelm- 
ing attack will bo mado on the jail. 
They will dynamite tho town and take 
Hall at all hazards. The attack is ox- 
pccted to-night, and will surely be 
made this week; no mistake. 


Every able-bodied man In this com- 


munity is being summoned to gn to 
Wise courthouse to-night, and a special 
train has been tendered by the Louis- 
ville & Nashville railroad authorities 
to carry the guards to Norton, from 
whence they will march five miles 
across tho country to reinforce the 
guard now on duty at the jail. They 
will not arrive at the scat of trouble 
until midnight, and it is feared that 
they may be too late to render assist- 
ance. The rescuing party is composed 
of tho former followers of Hall, and are 
led by Caleb Jones, who has a gatling 
gun and a small cannon. They come 
from the mountains across tho Ken- 
tucky lino. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Aug. 18.—A man, 


supposed to bo a Russian nihilist, was 
arrested by Detective Coulson yester- 
day, lie wore a false beard, and had a 
large revolver and a dirk on ills person. 
He Is regarded as a dangerous charac- 
ter. 
While at breakfast in the Mer- 


chants' hotel, on Water street, it was 
discovered that he was In disguise. Tho 
detectives wore notified and followed 
him through the streets. When about
